Liao Yang, May 14.— (Delayed in 
transm ission.) *—The 
Russian 
fleet 
scored its first distinct naval success 
of the war on May 10 by the torpedo­ 
ing and crippling, though not sinking, 
of an arm ored Japanese cruiser in 
Talienwan bay. 
The Russian attack 
was carefully planned on May 10 while 
the Japanese squadron was concentrat­ 
ed outside Dalny, devoting its whole 
attention to Talienwan bay, and was 
carried out the same night. 
The attacking force was not a regu­ 
lar torpedo boat, but was orJy a small 
naphtha launch in command of a young 
naval officer who had with him three 
jackies. 
The launch mounted a small 
machine gun and carried three torpe­ 
does. 
When darkness fell the launch crept 
out of Port Arthur, hugging the shore 
with no lights aboard and no glow 
from the engines to betray her pres­ 
ence. It was late when she gained the 
outer line from the Japanese squad­ 
ron. 
Slipping through the torpedo 
boat pickets and selecting the nearest 
war.5hi’«. a big armored cruiser, she 
stole toward her and succeeded in ex­ 
ploding against her side a single tor­ 
pedo. 
A deafening roar followed the 
explosion which echoed far ashore. 
Immediately 
flames 
enveloped 
the 
cruiser, which evidently was badly 
crippled. 
The crew of the cruiser was seen 
to be fighting the fire, which they at 
last succeeded in extinguishing. 
A 
sister ship took the damaged vessel 
In tow and disappeared to the south­ 
east. 
The launch escaped the hot Are 
directed against her by the Japanese 
ships but being unable to return to 
P ort A rthur or to get into Dalny, she 
was beached not far from Dalny. 
Only a few of the higher officers 
w ere aware of the plan, the success of 
which depended upon secrecy. 
The 
achievem ent raised the spirits of the 
Russians afloat and ashore, and the 
young naval officer who was the hero j 
of the exploit was feted and recom ­ 
mended for the c r o s s of St. George. 
The Russians on May 11, apprehend­ 
ing that the presence of a Japanese | 
squadron m eant an attem pt to capture 
Dalny blow up the piers and quietly 
evacuated the place. 
Two thousand Japanese have re-oc- 
euplcd he road to Sanchilipu, again 
cutting off Port Arthur.

Communication Has Not Been Wholly 


Cut Off. 
St. Petersburg, May 16.—The em ­ 
peror has received the following report 
from Viceroy Alexieff dated May 14: 
"I beg respectfully to com m unicate to 
your m ajesty a report from Rear Ad­ 
miral W ittsoeft, on the state of affairs 
at Port A rthur from May 6 to May 12. 
The report was brought by express 
runner from Dae.hichao station on the 
eve of the second interruption of com­ 
m unications by the enemy. It follows: 
** 'The enemy's squadron, composed 
of 
ironclads, cruisers 
and 
torpedo 
boats, appeared off Port A rthur May 5 
and continues to blockade without un­ 
dertaking active operations. 
‘"T h e work of ? ■ 
¿.ring the iron­ 
clads Czarevitch ar.d Letvizan Is pro­ 
ceeding with tmal ited energy ana 
with ev er/ success. 
“ ‘During en 
x^mlnation of the

GRASPING AT STRAWS 


In Face of Signal Defeats Russians 
Express Hopeful Views. 
St. Petersburg, May 16.—A state­ 
m ent by the adm iralty covering events 
at Port A rthur from May 6 to May 12 
was received by the em peror at Tsar- 
koye Selo last night, shortly before his 
departure for Moscow. 
The situation 
there is considered satisfactory, as the 
dispatch shows the confidence and pre­ 
paredness of Rear Admiral W ittsoeft 
up to the second cutting of communi­ 
cation with Port Arthur. 
The fact that the Russians discover­ 
ed another Japanese mine alm ost in 
the exact spot where the battleship 
Pobieda was injured is taken as evi­ 
dence of the desperate thoroughness 
with which the Japanese must have 
carried out their mining operations on 
April 11.

Seoul, J!iy 16.—Reports have been 
received lu re that 450 captured Rus­ 
sian officers ar.d men will shortly be 
dispatched from Yougampo to Moji, 
Japan. 


Springfield, 111., May 16.—Balloting 
was resum ed In the Republican state 
convention for a gubernatorial candi­ 
date again this afternoon, the conven­ 
tion having taken a recess late S atur­ 
day night until 2 o’clock today. 
The 
first ballot of the afternoon, the 25th 
in all, showed little change in the ’ 
Saturday night situation, and it looks 
now as if there would be at least an­ 
other day of fruitless balloting before 
the gubernatorial deadlock is broken. 
It is quite possible that a break will 
come late this afternoon, but the d e -! 
velopaients of today do not justify any 
such prediction. 
Most of the delegates spent Sunday j 
at home, bui the candidates and their 
trusted 
advisers 
rem ained 
on 
the 
ground, 
and 
numerous 
conferences 
were held during the day. It is known 
definitely that desperate efforts are be­ 
ing made to take from the Yates col­ 
umn enough delegates to nom inate 
Lowden on an early ballot today. The 
Lowden m anagers are m aking a more 
thorough canvass of the situation than 
has ever been attem pted by them be­ 
fore. and they expect to bring about 
enough changes to give their candidate 
A m ajority vote. 
It is reported th at 
tfc* W ill county delegation will so to 


Lowden on an early 
ballot today. 
This, however, 
although 
em anating 
from a Will county delegate, is receiv­ 
ed skeptically. 
Alter the failure of 
the attem pted stam pede to Lowden 
Saturday, sta rtr 1 by Dekalb county, it 
is thought probable that Lowden will 
not permit any of the counties which 
he may secure to vote for him until he 
feels confident of haring enough to 
nom inate: lor the moment Yates coun­ 
ties begin gain r t 
Lowden the rem ain­ 
ing Yates men may be expected to go 
to Descent or the Deneen men w-ill go 
to Yates. 
There is nowr no probability 
th at a “dark horse” will be chosen. 
Indeed, the choice is generally regard­ 
ed as being between Yates, Lowden 
and Deneen. So far what is known as 
the "federal crowd." headed by Sena­ 
tors Cullom and Hopkins. 
Speaker 
Cannon and a number of congress­ 
men. has exerted but little infiuenoe 
In attem pts to break the deadlock. At 
one time it is said that Cannon was 
willing th a t Vermillion should go to 
Lowden, but the delegates them selves 
would not desert Hamlin. 
Events up to date have dem onstrat­ 
ed that the delegates to this conven­ 
tion. to a greater extent than has ever 
before been the case, are loyal to the 
candidates 
in 
whose 
interest 
they 
were selected and are not easily led 
away or shifted about by the gener­ 
ally recognised party leaders.

Columbus, Ohio, May 16.—The Re­ 
publican state convention meets here 
next Tuesday and W ednesday under 
new conditions. 
This is due to the 
loss of Senator Hanna, who had at­ 
tended these gatherings for a score 
of years and dominated them for the 
past decade. 
This w’eek no one is su­ 
premely m aster. 
In place of Hanna 
there is a group of leaders. There are 
951 delegates in the convention. 
A 
large m ajority is affiliated with what j 
Is called "The old Hanna guard,” so 
that there Is no doubt about the con­ 
vention being controlled by Governor 
Herrick. George B. Cox and Senator 
Dick, who with Senator Foraker will 
be the delegates-at-large to the Repub­ 
lican national convention at Chicago.
